It seems 
to be very simple, but how great the result! A 
perfect Christian character! As we live from day 
to day we are building our characters, and we may 
liken the structure to an arch, which is incomplete 
if one stone be missing, but if the foundation be 
‘ defeetive it wili fall. So if we would build wisely, 
we must look well to the foundation upon which 
we build. Peter addresses his epistle “To them 
which have obtained a like precious faith with us 
- through the righteousness of God and our Savior, 
Jesus Christ.” And thus it is only directed to 
those who have the foundation of faith, ahd he 
thus assumes that we can not take the other steps 









yundation upon which to build. We read that 
“Without faith it is impossible to please Him : for 
he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that diligeutly seek 
him.” But we must remember that while faith is 
the foundation, it is only the foundation ; with 
faith alone our characters are no more complete 
than a stone foundation is complete without the 
building which rests upon it. Having the sure 
toundation of faith, let us follow the plan given us 
by Peter, and add to our faith the first stone 
which is virtue ,or, as it is osmetimes rendered, 
valor. The early Christians had great need of 
valor, for they were called upon to endure persecu- 
tions and ofttimes death ; so those Christians who 
were without valor were but poorly equipped for 
the life beforethem. ‘Though we have no need of 
a valor that will face persecutions and death, yet 
we have as great need of valor as the saints of old. 
But what we need is moral valor, that quality of 
the mind that will make us stand firmly by our 
convictions, regardless of sneers or adverse public 
opinion; that will make us stand boldly against 
sin, and for the right, wherever we see it ; a valor 
that will make us study for ourselves, and take 
the Bible as it is, not as some one says it is. 
Surely without the stone of moral valor, our struc: 
ture is not complete.

COMMITTING TO SATAN. 
For what, when, and by whom should disobedient 
members be committed to satan ? 





This being one of the vital, and very important 

subjects of the present age of the “church”, I will 

‘y to present it from a scriptural point of view, in 
in a properly arranged manner.

My first answer is: “For offences”. No me 
bers of the body of Christ, (the church). should 
dragged into church councils to be tried for ¢ 
thing but offences. Trespasses mnst be adju 
between those by, and against whom they 
been committed, according to Matthew 18, a 
the directions of Christ are strictly complied 
and a reconciliation cannot be effected, then the 
becomes an offence and must go before the ck 
to be disposed of by the church. Chris 
“Woe unto the world because ot offences 
must needs be that offences come; bu 
that man by whom the offence gg 
Christ says: “Wherefore,” (for 
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and Philetus ; who concerning the truth have err- 
ed, saying that the resurrection is past already ; 
and (by that doctrine) overthrow the faith of 
some. “Such like.” I have now shown for what 
cause ? and for what purpose. 

Next-when? Answer: Whenever the erring 
member becomes “gangrenous,” (‘‘cankered”’ )and 
in consequence offensive to the body of Christ, and 
if permitted to remain would destroy the entire 
body. As in the physical a member of the body 
becomes gangrenous, amputation of that member 
may save the body, so in the spiritual, the offens- 
ive member should be committed to Satan when- 
ever he or she becomes such. But a strong effort 
should be made to save all the members. When 
any of the members ot our bodies become diseased, 
we do not immediately apply the sealpel and eut 
off the diseased member, but we apply all the rem- 
edies we can get ourselves, and when these fail we 
summon the best skilled physician we can obtain, 
and he will apply all the remedies he finds in Mat- 
eria Mediea. And if all these remedies fail, then 
amputation may save thelife (or body.). But this 
often fails, and the patient dies. 

So in regard to the spiritual. Hear the apostie 
Paul, Gall.6: 1; “Brethren, if a man be overtaken 
in a fault, ye which are’ spiritual, restore such an 
one in the spirit of meekness, (to a right under- 
standing of his duty, and a suitable practice.) con- 
sidering thyself, lest thou also be tempted, (and so 
fall as he did.). 

Every possible effort should be made to save an 
erring member. The great Physician, who never 
lost a case when his prescribed remedies were made 
use of, should be summoned, and all his great and 
never failing remedies offered; but if the erring 
member refuses, and persists in not complying 
with the prescribed law of the great Physician, 
contained in the gospel of Christ, which is the 
power of God unto salvation to every one that oe 
lieves, Jew and Gentile.” (So says

I have seen parents who would not let their chil- 
dren go to Progressiye meetings, seemingly for 
fear they might be converted, and 1 have heard of 
ministers who would not pray at a meeting where 
Brethren ministers preached. What a predicament 
they would be in, from their stand point, if the 
Lord would call unto them as he did to Abraham!

I have seen worse things than what I have men- 
tioned above. When I was. holding a series of 
meetings some years ago, in a certain county in 
this state, the elder (Conservative) and his wife op- 
posed their daughters’ wishes to join their own 
church because the girls would have had te lay off 
their hats and don the regulation bonnet. What 
an awful responsibility parents assume when they

Our hearts were made to rejoice 
by the liberal responses of the 
American people, in donations of 
food. Train loads of corn were 
sent to the east and loaded upon 
vessels and hastened away to the 
land of suffering, and we began to 
feel a sense of relief; but now word 
comes back that it is impossible to 
get the provisions away from the 
coast to the inland towns and coun- 
try, for want of horses and beasts of 
burden. The horses and cattle have 
either. been starved or were killed 
forfood. If only the food that has 
been donated and has already 
reached their country could be prop- 
erly distributed much suffering 
might be relieved. Many must 
starve while within a short distance 
of food for want of means of trans- 
portation. The people are too weak 
to gofor provisions evenifit were 
offered for the taking of it.

LESSON Il, SECOND QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 10. 


Text of the Lesson, Ps. ii, 1-12—Memory 
Verses, 10-12—Golden Text, Ps. ii, 12. 


Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 


Stearns. 


1, “Why do the heathen rage, and the 
people imagine a vain thing?’ This has 
been called the psalm of Messiah the 
Prince. It describes the tumult of the 
people against the Lord’s anointed; the 
determinate purpose of God to exalt His 
own Son, and the ultimate reign of that 
Son over all His enemies. As we read of 
the heathen, or nations, raging, we may 
think of Pharaoh and his hosts, Sennache- 
rib and his army. and all others who vai 
sought to overthrow Israel. But in - cts 
Wy, 25, 26, these words are used in reference 
to the rage of Herod, Pilate, the Gentiles 
and Israel against Christ, and truly that 
was the consummation of all the wrath of 
of man, and the height of all vain imagin- 
ings. 
2. “The kings of the earth set themselves 
and the rulers take counsel together 
against the Lord and against His anoint- 
ed.” But hear the Lord in reference to all 
such: “Associate yourselves, O ye people, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces. Take 
counsel together, and it shall come to 
nought; speak the word and it shall not 
stand, for God is with us” (Isa. viii, 9, 10). 
It is not so much to be wondered at that 
nations which knew not God should think 
to withstand Him; but tosee his own peo- 
ple as we have seen themin someof the 
lessons of last quarter, thinking to resist 
His will, is strange indeed. Yet in con- 
demning them we may condemn ourselves. 
Are we for Him or against Him? (Math. 
ve 80). 

“Let us break their bands asunder, 
saa cast away their cords from us.”” Read 
of the pride and arrogancy of Moab, the 
pride and haughtiness of Edom, the blas- 
phemy of the Assyrians» (Jer. xlviii, 29;

TRANSFIGURED LIVES. 


The Ideal of Christ Should Be Ever in 
Our Hearts. 

There is a pathetic story of a French 
sculptor which illustrates the sacredness 
with which life’s ideal should be cher- 
ished and guarded. He was a genius 
and was at work on his masterpiece. 
But he was a poor man, and lived in a 
small garret, which was studio, work- 
shop and bedroom to him. He had his 
statue almost finished in clay, when one 
night there came suddenly a great frost 
over the city. The sculptor lay in his 
bed with his statue before him in the 
center of the fireless room. As the chill 
air came down upon him he knew that 
in the intense cold there was danger that 
the water in the interstices of the clay 
would freeze and destroy his precious 
work. Sothe old man arose from his 
bed and took the clothes that had cov- 
ered him in his sleep and reverently 
wrapped them about his statue to save 
it, then lay down himself in the cold un- 
covered. In the morning when his 
friends came in they found the old 
sculptor dead; but the image was pre- 
served unharmed. 

We have each in our soul, if we are 
true believers in Christ, a vision of spir- 
itual loveliness i which we are striv- 
ing to fashion our ¥ives. This vision is 
our conception of” the character of Christ.

It may be delayed through the long 
suffering of God, but it will come as a thief 
in the night (II Pet. iii, 9, 10). 

6. “Yet have I set my king upon my 
holy hill of Zion.” The Lord hath chosen 
Zion. He hath desired it for his habita- 
tion; and He hath sworn unto David 
“of the fruit of thy body will I set upon 
thy throne.” The angel Gabriel confirmed 
this to Mary concerning her son; and the 
spirit through Peter testified that the 
promise to David referred to Christ risen 
from the dead (Ps. cxxxii, 11, 13; Luke is, 
82, 83: Acts ii, 29-32). Christ never yet sat 
on David’s throne, and has not yet come to 
His own throne, but still sits with the 
the Father on His throne (Rev. iii, 21). 

7. “I will declare the decree; the Lord 
hath said unto me, Thou art my Son, this 
day have l begotten thee.” On two occa- 
sions the Father testified from Heaven 
that Jesus Christ was His beloved Son; 
but that this verse refers to the resurrec- 
tion of Christ from the dead is as clear as 
noonday from the spwits testimony 
through Paul in Acts xiii, 83. By that 
event He was with power declared to be Son 
of God (Rom. i, 4); and not until the resur- 
rection of the saints shall the Sons of God 
be manifest (1 John iii, 2). 

8. “Ask of me and I shall give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the ut- 
termost parts of the earth for thy posses- 
sion.” Hereis the promise of all nations 
to the Son; confirmed elsewhere in these 
words, “All kings shall fall down before 
Him, all nations shall serve Him.” “All 
nations whom thou hast made shall come 
and worship before Thee, O Lord, and shall 
glorify Thy name” (Ps. lxxii, 11; lxxxvi, 
9). However things may seem to go in 
the church or in the world, the time will 
come when this earth will be filled with 
the glory of God (Num. xiv, 21; Rev. xi, 15). 

9. “Thou shalt break them with a rod of 
iron; thou shalt dash them in pieces like a 


potter’s vessel.” The previous verse is a. 


great verse for missionary meetings, but 
this one never; why separate that which 
God hath joined together, and thus distort 
the Scriptures? Before the kingdoms of 
this world become the kingdoms of our 
Lord there will be a great breaking to 
pieces. 

10. “Be wise now, therefore, O ye kings; 
be instructed ye judges of the earth.” This 
psalm is divided into four sections of three 
verses each, the first describing the wrath 
of man against God’s anointed; the second, 
the enthronement of the anointed one; the 
third, His complete subjugation of all 
things; while this last is an earnest en- 
treaty to all rulers to submit ere it be too 
late to the king who is ready to receive and 
pardon. 

11. “Serve the Lord with fear, and re- 
joice with trembling.” The first step is to 
receive Him as our wisdom and righteous 
ness (Rom. i, 16; I Cor. i, 30), then serve 
Him with reverence and godly fear, work- 
ing out our salvation with fear and trem; 
bling (Heb. xii, 28; Phil. ii, 12, 13); nota 
fear of losing our eternal life, which is im- 
possible (John x, 27, 28), but fear of griev- 
ing such love and of coming short in our 
reward (I Cor. iii, 11-15; II John 7).
